APPENDIX II 

GUIDE-LINES FOR PHYSICAL STANDARDS FOR 
ADMISSION TO THE NATIONAL DEFENCE 

ACADEMY 

To be passed til for admission to the National Defence 
Academy a candidate must be in good physical and mental 
health and frcc from any disability likely to interfere with 
the efficient performance of duty. 

2. It will, however, be ensured that : — 

(a) there is no evidence of weak constitution, imperfect 
development; serious malformation or obesity: 
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(b) there is no maldevdopment of impairment of func- 
tion of the bones or joints; 

Note ; (i) A candidate with a rudimentary cervical rib 
detectable on physical examination is to be 
considered unfit. 

(ii) A candidate with a cervical rib detected inci- 
dentally only on skiagram of the chest when 
this is done, and in whom there are no signs 
or symptoms referable to the cervical rib, may 
be considered fit and a note to this effect is to 
be recorded by the medical officer in the medi- 
cal board proceedings. 

(c) there is no impediment of speech; 

(d) there is no malformation of the head, deformity 
from fracture or depression of the bones of the 
skull; 

(e) there is no impaired hearing, discharge from or 
disease of either ear, unhealed perforation of the 
tympanic membranes, or signs of acute or chronic 
suppurative otitis media or evidence of radical or 
modified radical mastoid operation; 

Note.— A soundly healed perforation without any impairment 
of the mobility of the drum and without impairment 
of hearing should not be a bar to acceptance of a. 
candidate for the Army. 

ff) there is no disease of the bones or cartilages of the 
nose or nasal polypus or disease of the nasopharynx 
and accessory sinuses; 

Note. — A small asymptomatic traumatic perforation of 
the nasal septum will not be cause for outright 
rejection and such cases would be referred to the 
Adviser in Otology, 

(g) there arc no enlarged glands due to tuberculosis or 
other disease in the neck and other parts of the 
body and that the thyroid gland is normal; 

N.B, — Scars of operations for the removal of tuberculous 
glands arc not a cause for rejection provided that 
there has been no active disease within the preced- 
ing five years and the chest is clinically and rndio- 
logically clear, 

(h) There is no disease of the throat, palate, tonsils or 
gums Or any disease or injury affecitng the normal 
function of either mandibular Joints; 

N.B. — Simple hypertrophy of the tonsils, if there is no 
history of attacks of tonsilitis, is not a cause for 
rejection. 

(i) there is no sign of functional or organic disease of 
the heart and blood vessels; 

(j) there is no evidence of pulmonary tuberculosis or 
previous history of this disease or any other chronic 
disease of the lungs; 

(k) there is no evidence of any disease of the digestive 
system including any abonrmality of the liver and 
spleen; and there is no abdominal tenderness or 
palpation; 

(l) Inguinal hernia (unoperated) or tendency thereto 
will be a cause for rejection; 

N.B, — in the case of candidates who have been operated 
for hernia, they may be declared fit provided — 

(i) one year has lapsed since the o^ration, docu- 
mentary proof is to be fumishetf by the candi- 
date; 

(ii) general tone of the abdominal musculature is 
good; and 

(iii) there has been no recurrence of the hernia or 
complication connected with the operation. 

(m) there is no hydrocele varicocele or any other disease 
or defect of the genital organs; 

N.B.— -(i) A candidate who has been operated tor a 
hydrocele will be accepted if there are no 
abnormalities of the cord and testicle and there 
is no evidence of fllariasis; 


(ii) Undescended intra-abdominal tcslicle on the 
one side should not be a bar to acceptance of 
candidates for commissioning in the Armed 
Forces provided the otlier testicle is normal 
and there is no untoward physical or psycho- 
logical effect due to the anomaly, Undescended 
testis retained on the inguinal canal or at the 
External abdominal ring is, however, a bar to 
acceptance unless corrected by operation. 

(n) there is no fistula and/or fissure of the anus, or 
evidence of haemorrhoids; 

(o) there is no disease of the kidneys. All cases of 
Glycosuria and Albuminuria will be rejected. 

(p) there is no disease of the skin, unless temporary or 
trivial. Scars which by their extent or position 
cause or are likely to cause disability or marked 
disfigurement are a cause for rejection; 

(q) there is no active latent or congenital venereal 
disease; 

(r) there is no history or evidence of mental disease 
of the candidate or his family. Candidates suffer- 
ing from epilepsy, incontinence of urine or enuresis 
will not be accepted; 

(s) there is no squint or morbid condition of the eye 
or of the lids which is liable to a risk of aggrava- 
tion or recurrence; and 

(t) there is no active trachoma or its complications 
sequelae, 

N.B. — Remedial operations arc to be performed prior 
to entry. No guarantee is given for ultimate accep- 
tance and it should be clearly understood by the 
candidates that the decision whether an operation 
is desirable or necessary is one to be made by 
their private medical adviser, The Government 
will accept no liability regarding the result of 
operation or any expense incurred. 

3. Slaitdarda for Height, WcIgJit niid Chest measurements. 

(a) Height. — (i) The height of ctbiididalc will be 
measured by making him stand against the standard with his 
feet together. The weight should be thrown on the heels and 
not on the toes or other sides of the feet. Ho will stand 
erect without rigidity and with the heels, calves, buttocks and 
shoulders touching the standard; the chin will be depressed 
to bring the vertex of the head level under the horizontal 
bar, and the height will be recorded in centimetres; decimal 
fraction lower than 0.5 centimetre will be ignored, 0,5 centi- 
metre will be recorded as such, 0.6 centimetre and above 
will be recorded as one. 

(ii) The minimum acceptable height for a candidate is 
157.5 cm. 157 cm, for the Navy) except in ca'Se of 
Oorkhas, Nepalese. Assamese and Garhwalis candidates in 
whose case the height may be reduced by 5 0 me. minimum 
height of Naval candidates from MANIPUR, ARUNA- 
CHAL PRADESH, MEGHALAYA MIZORAM and TRI- 
PURA may also be reduced by 5.0 cm. and 2 cm, in the 
case of candidates from LACCADIVES, 

Note. — -Relaxation of height up to 2,5 cm. (5 cm. for the 
Navy) may be allowed where the Medical Board certifies 
that the candidate is likely to grow and come up to the 
required standard on completion of his training. Further, 
proportional relaxation will be allowed for cadets for Indian 
Navy who are below 18 years of age. 

(iii) Air Force only,— To meet the special requirements 
for training as n pilot, the minimum height and leg length

(iij It is not possible to lay down precise standards for 
weight in relation to height and age. The correlation table 
is, therefore, only a guide and cannot be applied universally. 
A 10 per cent (+ 6 kg. for the Navy) departure from the 
average weight given in the table is to be considered as with- 
in normal limits. There may nevertheless be some indivi- 
duals who according to the above standard may be over- 
weight but from the general build of the body are fit in 
every respect.

Care will be taken that the 
shoulders are not thrown upwards or backwards so as to 
displace the tape, 'Ihe candidate will then be directed to 
take a deep inspiration several times and the maximum and 
minimum expansions of the chest will be carefully noted,

The 
training durir 4 g the first two and a half years is cornmon tf' 
the cadets of three wines. The academic training imparted 
will be U.D to degree level in Science or Hnmanitiesi .as the 
case may be. 

2. On PassiiiE out from the National Defence Academy, 
Army Cadets go to the Indian Military Academy. T^hradim 
Naval Cadets to ihe Cadet’s Training Ship and Air Force 
cadets to Air Force Academy. Hyderabad, 

3. At the I.M.A, Army Cadets are known as Gentlemen 
Cadets and are given strenuous military training for a period 
of one year aimed at turning officers capable of leadinR 
infantry sub-units. On 'successful completion of training 
Gentleipen Cadetsi are granted Permanent Commission in the 
rank of 2nd/Lt, subiect to being medlcallv fit in "SHAPE”, 

4. The Naval cadets are selected for the Executive. Engi- 
neering Electrical and Supply and Secretariat Branches of the 
Navy, on passing out from the National Defence Academy 
and are given sea training on the Cadets Training Ship for 
a period of six months, on successful completion of which, 
they are promoted to the rank of Midshipman. After a fur- 
ther training of 12 montlis in the respective branches to 
which they are allocated they are promdled to the rahk of 
acting Sub-Lieutenants'. 

5. Air Force Cadets receive Basic and Intermediate flyinr: 
training for one year (six months at each stage). This’ i.s 
followed by further training of six months in the advatneod 
stage in one of the roles for which he is considered fit c.g 
Fighter, Transport etc. After successful completion of 
traim'ng, they are commissioned as Pilot Officers and awarded 
flying badges. If a cadet shows inadequate antitude for 
flying he mav be considered for Flying Branch (Naviga- 
tion) Branch or foti' training in Administrative Branch or in 
the Logistics Branch where they are given training for a 
period of ono year to 18 months on sucessful comnl-tlon 
of which they are commissioned as Pilot Officers on proba- 
tion ill the concerned Branches.
